Whiilt ix is recorded by an infpired Apoltle, who was no de- 
fpicable proficient in human literature, that not many great, wife, 
or noble, are called, does it not follow, that if few in fach ranks 
are calted, che many who-are not, are improper perfons to be in- 
velted with the power of fixing Paltors, who are to be the in- 
ftrameats of exhibiting the call to the weak aod the foolith of 
this: world, who, according to faid Apoftle, God hath chofen ? 
Some collective Bodies are invelted,with the right of patron- 
age, fuch as Magiftrates and Councils of Burghs, who, though 
in general mild in prefenting, yet, on occafions, aflume the 
haughtinefs of Eaftern Nabobs ;_»nd in ince of gratifying the 
reaionable reque*” ' vm whom théir power 
is derived, they treat them with as much contempt as they were 
their flaves ; and whilit every one ridicules the erroneous exer- 
tions of a power which muit expire as the blaze of a meteor, 
yet, as a collective budy, they do to the detriment of the com- 
munity, what they will not avow as individuals, and remain fa- 
tisfied, from ne other realon, but that mankind are fenfible that

collective bodies, dead to every {enfation of modelty, refufe to 


bluth ! 

Were a mode of electing Minifters agreed to that would re- 
move the grievances compiained of, it would become the duty 
of all to contribute to have’ a fcheme eftablithed of fuch exten- 
five utility. But it is to be feared a popular election would not 
accumpli(h fach a valuable purpofe. Is it nor abfurd tg.fay,, 
thar thofe who ftand in great need of a teacher are amply quali- 
fied to judge of the abilities of him who is to teach then)? 
But allowing this to be the cafe, are the people ‘at popalar 
elections left to the diétates’ of their own minds? They are 
not, indeed, under the controul of: a legal patron, but 
they are evidently under the dominion of a few petty ty- 
rants among themfelves, who oblige them to relinquilh their 
facred right of private judgment, and to think ‘as they think, 
otherwife to feel the full-force of their refentment.

in every refpe& to himfelf, excepting a little pelf. 

It is prefumed, that an impartial account ot the proceedings 
of the eléétion of a minifter of the Gaelic Chapel at Glafgow, 
and’ on the popular plan, will tend to rectify the miftaken views 
of fome well-meaning people refpeéting fuch elections.

Rewards and threatenings were among the weapons uled 
in this ftruggle, Ina word, fea and land were encompaffed to 
nike profelytes; and a temper was difplayed the reverle of 
what reigned at the election of the immediate facceflurs of the 
Apoltles. Many vored who had no Gaelic, and who were not 
hearers in the Chapel; others voted iu a double capacity, as 
contribucers themfelves, and ‘as. ‘reprefenting incorporated bo- 
dics. . Again whieh illegul. proseedings prételts were tiken 5 
but whether the whole be brought under review by she gentle- 
men protefters, time mult determine. 

The fpirit‘of difeord did not terminate with the clection. 
A partial meeting was next day called faddenly. Delegates 
were appointed at faid meeting, although a third part of the 
difponces and managers were not prefent; and though moft 
part of thofé who were ablent applied for another meeting, in 
order co invett the delegares with ample powers to agree with 
the candidate chofen,' refpe@ting the terms on which he would

As the ordinary hearers in the Gaelic Chapel were little at- 
tended to in’ the election, excepting with 'a-view to’ miflead them, 
as reprefentatives of communities voved to ftrengthen a party, 
and as great numbers voted who are not hearers in the chapel, 
it is evident, thar whatever objections are made to the Jaw, the 
Highlanders in Glafgow are groaning under the fpirit of patron- 
age in it$ moft rigorous exertions : and if fuch proceedings, or 
any thing fimilar, be the popular mode of eléétion, will not even 
many enemies to patronage fay, My foul, enter not into their fe- 
cret: Mine honour, have no concern in their aflemblies? 

Ir is humbly hoped, that the refpeétful Societies who are pro- 
ceeding in order to obtain a repeal of the law of Patronage, will 
attend tu the importance of having a wellsdige(ted: plan in rea- 
dinefs to fublticute in igs place, and fo calculated 4s to prevent 
the prefent incunveniences fo feverely felt; a plan that fhail have 
a tendency to give full fcope to the real interelt of religion, and 
reftoration of peace and harmony in fociety.

[The Stxru Reposr of the Commissioners apelin’ to 
examine, take, and (tate, the Public Accounts of the King- 
dom, being by much too long to find room for in the Ca/e- 
donian Mercury, we have been obliged ‘to: content ourfelves 
with the conclufion of that Report, which is as follows : ] 





UT there is one other fort of gratuity, that requires parti- 
cular obfervation ; that is, what is paid to the officers and 
clerks in the Pay-office of the Navy and Army, for carrying on 
and making up the accounts of the ‘Treafurer and Paymatter- 
General after their refignation. It fhould feem, that, in every of- 
fice of accounts, the balancing the books every year, and as 


cumbent upon the perfons employed in that office, or difficulty, 
confufion, and. ignorance, of the real tate of their accounts, 
mutt erfue; it is an effential part of their conflant.yearly bu- 
finef: «er which their annual f{tipends are or fhould be an ade- 
quar .«ward; and the prefiding officer is bound to fee that 
this bafinefs is done: But in thefe two offices a different fy- 
{tem has prevailed: During the time the Treafurer or Pay- 
matter-General has contin ed in office, not onenof his year’s 
accunpts has been ever made ; and it has been the intereft of 
the officers not to make them up; if they had, it mult have 
been confidered as part of their official bufine’s, and paid for 
by their yearly emoluments ; but, by delaying it for ten or fif- 


the ‘Lreafury, a {pecial allowance for this bufinefs, as for extra 
fervice they were fot bound to perform, The final accompts 
of Lord Holland, ftanding in June 1765, are at length near 
being clofed ; and the Treafury allowance for making them up 
has been craved and allowed; This recent tranfaétion, comple- 
ted fince the ifuing our precept for an account of thefe dllow- 
ances, coafilts of the memorial to the Treafury by the aéting 
executor of Lord Holland ; rhe diftribution of eleven thoufand, 
three hundred and twenty pounds amongit the officers, and the 
fum of three thoufand fix hundred sixty-five pounds ten fhij- 
lings and fixpence for incidental charges, craved by the memo- 
rial; and his Majefly’s warrant authorifing thefe allowances. 
If the profits of this office la{t year cangiled the profits of the 
preceding year, as they probably did, the ,addition , of this al 
lowance would have encreafed the, actual nett receipt of the 
whole office to thirty-four. thoufand eight hundred eighty-one 
pounds one shilling and eight-pence, and that of the Cahier 
only to nine thovfand eight hundred twenty-five ponnds _nine- 
teen fhillings and {ixpence; and, if he had received all his fees, 
to eleven thoufand and thirty-nine pounds fifteen fhillings. 

The memorial ftates ** thee accounts to be intricate and-vo- 
. luminous, and to amount to above forty-five milljen nine hun- 
dred. thoufaad pounds ; notwithftanding which, they: have been 
made up by the officers and clerks mentioned in the diftribu- 
tion, without any expence to the public for additional affiltance 
or allowance,” If they have been made up ia the courfe of 
thefe lait years, the load of annual current bufinefs in this of- 
fice, during the time of Lord Holland, could have been no 
impediment to their being made up at that time, or foon after 
his-refignation, and with much greater cafe, whilft the tanfac- 
tions were recent and frefh in their. memories. 

There {till remain to be made up thé accounts of four 
Treafurers of the Navy, to the amount of 58,944,588 I. 








foon as poffible after the expiration of that year, is a duty in- | 








and of three Paymafters General of the forces, amount 
ing to 4,666,875 |. exclufivé Of the Preafurer and Paymait.? 
General in office, to the firlt of whom haf'been ved, to the 
30th of September 1780, 16,781,217 1. and to the latter, to 
the end.of the fame year, 43,253,911 |. and not one year’s 
account of cither are completed ; fo that of the moncy fled to 
the Navy, 75,725,805 !. and of the money iffued to the Ar- 
MY, 47+920,789 |, together, £235646,595 1. (mot including 
10,647,188 1. iffued to the Navy, and 8,121,000 }. to the Ar- 
my, 10 the end of the laft year) is as yet unaccounted for; and 
for the making up of thefe accounts, if this cuftom is faffered to 
continue, nine more gratuities are to be craved Of the Pu- 
blic. How much then does it behove them that this evil fhould 
be correéted ! an evil that furnishes another weighty reafon, in 
addition to thofe urged in our former reports, for proceeding 
immediately to bring forward thé long arrears in the accounts 
of thefe offices, in order for their fpeedy completion. 

Having thus {tated the mifchiefs attending the prefent efta- 
blithment, both to the Public. and-individuals, and the reafons 
for abolifiing the multifarious emoluments by. which thefe offi- 
ces are now fupported, it remains for us to propofe fuch a ree 
gulation as appears beft calculated to avoid the like mifchiefs, 
and molt beneficial to the public fervice. 

We are of opinion, that, in the place of.all thefe falaries, 
fees, and gratuities, there fhould be fub@ituted and annexed to 
each of thefe offices, of whatever rank or denomination, one 
certain falary, paid to the officer by the Public quarterly, and 
free of all deductions. This falary fhould be an ample coms 
penfation for the fervice required ; and the quantum eftimated 
by the various qualifications and circumftances neceflary for the 
execation, and which together form the title to reward. 

By this regulation the officer will know his income, the Pu- 
blic will know their expence ; and uniformity and equality. will 
be iotroduced in the pruvifions for officers of equal aA and 
ftation in fimilar offices, The induftry of fome perfons re- 
quires the {pur of profits continually flowing in, or the hopes 
of increafe ; others prefer the certainty of a known, fare, ins 
come, paid at ftated times. No arrangement can fuit the dif- 
pofitions or occafions of all men; bat time and yfage will foon 
reconcile on¢ reafonable rule, extended through thefe depart. 
ments of government. 

Notwithftanding this regulation throws upon the Public the 
whole expence of thefe offices, which are at prefent fupported 

in part by individuals, yet, by adopting it, that whole expence 
will become lefs than the fum it now cofts the Public; for that 
fum is fo great as to afford every liberal falary, and yet leave no 
inconfiderable faving : Not that this is the only faving propo- 
fed by the regulation ; the Public at prefent bear a much great- 
er fhare of the burthen than is obvious at.the firft view: Be- 
fides fees and gratuities paid by public offices, and refunded to 


~ them out of public money, many payments, though made by in- 


dividuals, are charged by them ultimately to the account of the 
Public. For inftance, the contraftor, wheu he calculates the 
terms upon which he wih pent, muft 
eftimate every article of profit and lofs confequential.to his bar- 


gain; to the account of the latter he Flees all his charges, : . 


and amongit them, the long catalogue of fees, certain and un- 
certain ; the firft he knows, the lait. he will calculate not to 
his own difadvantage ; and if by them he can procure credit, 
or preference, or expedition, he will charge. them to Govern- 
ment at their full price: If this head of various expenges was 
blotted our of his column of charges, by fo mach would the 
terms of his contract be more favourable to the Public, © 

But, befides this, fo very various and extenfive are the ope- 
rations of Government, that the namber of perfons employed 
in their fervice conltitute a very confiderable body of the peo. 
ple; and their rclief is a public concern. If, by difcharging 
an office, at prefent paid by a falary from, thofe fees and deduc- 
tions to which it is now iubjeét, that falary thould become 
greater than the office ought in reafon to, have annexed to it, 
it may eafily be regulated and ‘reduced to its proper ftandard, 

We have faid that the falary thould be paid free of all de« 
ductions ; that is, as fat as is confiltent with the laws in being. 


' The falaries and fees of office are at prefent fubjeét, by three 
teen years, they crave, on the ground of cuftom, and obtain of | 


aéts of Parliament, to the land-tax, the fixpenny, and the one 
fhilling duties ; Whoever takes a view of the above ftate of the 
official profits, will nor wonder they fhould be deemed by the

ly ; atid why the fame rule may oot be extended ro the relt, no 
fu ficient reafon has hitherto occurred tous.
